Improvep Process ror Revixtnc Goin.—A patent has been recently 
taken out by Mr. Petrie, for an improvement in what is termed the “ parting” pro- 
cess by refiners, and which is said to promise very important results. The refiners 
alloy oe gy Apel one part impure gold and three 8 silver, granulated in the 
usual manner, is placed in a number of small cells or cylinders, placed upright on an 
incline, between two parallel valle, vies eth if desired, form flues, whereby the 
cells are warmed while in action. nitric’ is kept continually drop froma 
tap into the highest cell, and*having arg throngh the mass of alloy, through a 

bottom, ascends on the other side of a diaphragm, and overflows into the next 
cell; from thence it flows iho all the celis in succession. From time to time the mpeee 
cell is removed, and another, containing fresh oon placed at the bottom of the 
series, the whole being moved up the incline. By the time the nitric acid reaches the 
bottom cell it is partially saturated with silver, but is sufficiently active to act on the 
gran ‘aces, and as each cell is raised it comes constantly in contact with more 
en ic acid, unti, on arriving at the top, and before removal, the whole is dissolved, 
and the gold pure in a spongy state. "Phere is also an arran ment for condensing 
the nitrous fumes, which are conducted by stoneware tubes through an apparatus 
called a gas collector into an oxidator, They are afterwards drawn off by pneumatic 
suction, are condensed into fresh nitric acid, which flows out in a continuous 
stream for further condensation, or for immediate use. 


New Metas Drrosrrinc Process.—A patent has becn recently taken 
out by Messrs. Morris and Johnson for coating any of the metals with a it of 
an r or alloys. specimens are remarkable for uniformity of depo- 
sition, both in thickness and colour, as also for the extreme polish which is com- 
municated to th-m by the process. In silver and brass the colour is of various shades, 
the latter being a most perfect imitation of . Hitherto silver could not be depo- 

‘ted on steel without an intermediate coa of = but by this process the in- 
tervening step is dispensed with. The inven’ is ghly spoken of <s likely to be 
of great as value.

ArtiFiciaL Biocxs ron Hypraviic Purposrs.—The material called 
hydraulic lime, generally used for engincering works under water, is a silicate of lime, 
in a somewhat nascent state. A discovery has been made by M. Berard, of Paris, of 
a simple but most valuable process for manufacturing biocks for hydraulic purposes, 
and particularly submarine ones. The commonest argil is employed by the inventor, 
whieh is a silicate, with a base of alumina; a block of any required dimensions is, 
therefore, constructed of unburnt bricks, taken from the field and stratified in layers, 
with the fuel on some piles of bricks forming agrating. An onter casing of unburnt 
bricks a short distance all round the block is filled with powdered charcoal, the fire is 
placed at the base of the block, it soon rises, heats the mass to a temperature which 
will soften argil, the contraction causes sinkings and vacancies, which must be filled 
up as they occur. When sufficiently burnt, the outer casing, which will then be 
burnt bricks, may be taken down, and the block removed to its destination, It will 
be seen that blocks may be made of any shape or size, having no limit but the pos- 
sibility of carriage; and, when the operation is properly conducted, the solidity of 
the substance is remarkable ; it requires great force to break them, iron instruments 
will not scratch the surface, steel scarcely mark them ; and as concentrated nitrie or 
sulphurie acid, or the most energetic alkaline solutions will not have the least effect 
on them, they will be indestructible under the action of sea or any other water. 


Hyrotuenvtar WinpMILis,—We last week gave a description of Mr. 
G. ¥. Goble’s trigonal water power; the same onginees has also patented a windmill. 
Instead of the vanes revolving cular or horizontal, on one fixed centre. Mr. 
Goble’s invention requires two or three for its rotation; and when moving at an 
angle of about 45°, itexposes the whole of the hypotheunse only to the free action of 
the wind, which acting at right to the vanes or sails, receives the fall force of 
that element, thus forcing the cylinder round, and working the internal machinery. 
No break or check inside is required to stop the works, for on the bottom of the vanes’ 
travelling path is a drum of the same width, with a roll of strong canvass around it, 
with a wind on one side, and a counter-weight on the other; it thus becomes 
self-regulating, as it winds or unrolls as much surface as the engineer or miller re- 
gulates it at commencement. To stop the working power, it is only necessary to pull 

the whole of canvass over the rotating sails, thus completely shutting off 
ail further action of the weather in a few seconds. By the above principle, a few 
hundred feet of surface can be exposed to the direct action of the wind continuously, 
each foot receiving and imparting equal pressure. 


Trapr Musrvs or THe Socrety or Ants.—A correspondence has re- 
cently taken place between the Council of the Society of Arts, and the Royal Com- 
missioners of the Great Exhibition, respecting the formation of a Trade Museum, to 
commence with the formation of a co! ion of animal produce and manufactures, 
as that element of a General Trade Museum, at present virtually al ther 
unrepresented. Soe poe to set apart the sum of 400/. to this object, to be ex- 
pended in the course of the next two years, provided the Commissioners approve of 
the proposal, and are willing to devote a similar sum in aid of the project.

Ratzway Accipents.—Mr, Wyndham Harding, C.E., ridicules the 
idea of the plan recommended by the Railway Board, of commun:cating between the 
guard and engine driver by means of wires or tubes proving effective—on the contrary, 
he has always found it to fail in practice; at the critical time the wire or the pipes 
are sure to break, or get injured, so as to be nnfit for use. Mr. Harding says—“ Every 
experienced manager of railways (1 have been one —_ for eight years) knows there 
is only one safe and rational way of communicating ween guards and drivers—viz., 
that along every train, without exception, the guards should be able to make their way 
to the engine, so as to make personal communication to the driver. This is universally 
the case on the railways of America and of the continent of Europe. I have always my- 
self, in every railway I have managed, made a way along the train for the gnards by safe 
handfasts, holdfasts for the feet, and by lengthening the foot-boards. This is dune in 
every colliery train, and George Stephenson being a collier, it was his original plan on the 
Liverpool and Manchester line carriages, when T was coanected with that great man. But 
when railways multiplied, and every company had a carriage builder with fancies of his 
own, Stephenson's safe and simple idea was entirely furgotten, and when under the clear- 

ing system the carriages of {he majority of narrow guage companies were established into 
a commonwealth, in consequence of the carriages being of different builds it was gene 
rally imposssble to get along a train. The inconvenience attending this immediately 
struck the practised eye of Captain Huish, the able manager of the largest line in England
